THE FBI riEDGE FOR LAW ENFORCEMENT OFFICERS 

Humbly recognizing the responsibilities entrusted to as, I do 

vow that I shall always consider the high calling of law enforcsment to be an 
honorable profession, tha duties of which are recognized by ms as both an art 
and a science- I reccgnizo fully my responsibilities to defend the right, to 
protect the v7eak, to aid the distressed, and to uphold the law in public 
duty, and in private living. I accept- the oblif;ation in connection v?ith ray 
af^signcents to report facts and to testify without bias or display of eao- 
tj'on, and to consider the information, coming to my knowIed{^e by virtue of 
wy position as a sacred trust, to bo used solely for official purposes. To 
the responsibilities entrusted to me of seeking to prevent crirae, of finding 
the facts of law violations and of apprehending fugitives and crimini;.!? , I 
shall give my loyal and faithful attention and shall always to equally alert 
in striving to acquit the innocent and to convict the guilty. In the per- 
formance of Ejy duties and assignments, I shall not engage in unlawfiil and 
unethical prsctices but shall perfora the functions of ny office without 
fear, without favor, and v/ithout prejudice. At no time shsll I disci oeo to 
an unauthorized person any fact, testimony, or inforiaaticn in any p3;jding 
matter corjing to my official knowledge which may be calculated to prejudice 
the Einaa of existing or prospective judicial bodies either to favor or. to 
disfavor any person or issue. While occupying the status cf a law ©nforca- 
ment officer or at any other time subsequent thereto, I shall not seek to 
benefit perc orally because of my knew ledge of t.ny confidential matter which 
has ccni3 to my cittention. I tioi aware of the serious respon^ibili tioc? cf ciy 
office iind in the performance of my duties I shall, as a minister, see>: to 
supply ccirfcrt, advice and aid to those who may be in need of such benefits; 
as a soldier, I shall wage vigorous warfare aguinst the enemies of ni}* coun- 
try, of its l^v's, and of its principles; and as a physician, I shall seek to 
eliminate the criminal parasite which preys upon our social order and to 
strengthen the lawful processes of our body politic. I shall strive to be 
both a teacher and a pupil in the art and science of law enforcement. As 
a lawyer, I shall acquire due knowledge of the laws of my detain and seek 
to preserve and maintain the majesty and dignity of the law; as a scientist, 
it will be my endeavor to Isarn all pertinent truth about accusati or.s and 
copplaints which come to my lawful knowledge; as an artist, I shall seek to 
use my skill for the purpose of making each assigziment a masterpiece; as 
neighbor, I shall bear an attitude of true friend.vhip and courteous respect 
to all citizens; anr; as an officer, I shall alwa/s be loyal to my duty, ray 
orgjinization, and my country. I will support and defend the Constitution 
of the United States against all enemies, foreign and domestic; I will boar 
true faith and allegiance to the same, and will constantly strive to cooper- 
ate with and promote cooperation between all regularly constituted law en- 
forcement agencies and officers in the perform? ice of duties of mutual in- 
terest ^nd obligation, y Q

/ r would nice to suggest that the present procedure follovied ty 

thc^'ic counting Division in reducing the efficiency rntings of ac- . 
countants, as mcide by field supervisory^ officials, be discontinued, 
and that the practice of writing to the employee advising him that 
hivS rating has been reduced tiore at the Seat of GoveriLTent be stopped. 
I thinlc the accountants' efficiency ratings should be handled in 
the sarae manner as the ratings of the agents. In other words, we 
are in a position here to determine, on the basis of the numerical 
rating, and also the coTunents of the rating officer v;hether the 
employee is properly entitled to a promotion. It seens to me that 
the present practice leads to ill feeling on the part of field 
employees, and that if the Accounting Division here is to detemlne 
the efficiency ratings of these e-nployeec, there is little value in 
havini; the field officials subnjit such ratings. In the event .any 
particular field supervisory official gives either too lor or too 
high ratings, I think that is a natter to be taken up with the 
field official on a general basis rather then to make individual 
reductions in ratings of employees, and to advise them accordingly 
from V. ashing ton.
